EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

This application has been reviewed by the examiner and meets all formal and 
substantive (i.e., statutory) requirements and the language of the claims is enabled by, 
and finds adequate descriptive support in the application disclosure as originally filed. 
The primary reason for the allowance of the claims is the presence of limitations in the 
independent claim(s), which are not found in the prior art references. Hence the prior art 
fails to disclose and/or make obvious a toolholder comprising a body having a pocket 
therein for receiving a cutting insert and a lever pivotally mounted about a pivot fulcrum 
on the body and adapted to hold the cutting insert within the pocket, wherein the lever 
has a first end adjacent to the pocket for contacting the cutting insert and a second end 
opposite thereto such that the pivot fulcrum is substantially closer to the first end than 1 
to the second end. 

Specifically, the inclusion of the limitation "wherein the lever is capable of rotation only 
about the fulcrum" in the claims is absent from the prior art teachings.
